Through a chance conver¬ 
sation with co-workers 
about metal detecting in 
the mid 1980’s, Bylund 
learned of an 1847-C five 
dollar gold piece that had 
been found West of Cedar 
Fort, Utah. Theorizing that 
something of historical sig¬ 
nificance had occurred in 
the area, he embarked on 
research that led him to 
the study of Johnston’s 
Army and to a map refer¬ 
ence of “Old Camp Floyd”, 
a much different location 
than the Camp Floyd lo¬ 
cated at Fairfield, Utah. 


Together with Nielson 
and others, Bylund spent 
15 years searching the 
area with metal detec¬ 
tors, painstakingly docu¬ 
menting artifacts recov¬ 
eries and locations. 
Along with many histori¬ 
cally significant items, 
Bylund has recovered an 
astonishing 70-i- gold 
coins.

Feeling 
helpless that night I got on my knees 
and said a prayer because I needed 
some strength. Blood transfusions and 
Chemotherapy began immediately 


and his hair soon fell out. I could 
only ask why? How could such a 
precious, innocent child have to 
endure so much pain and discom¬ 
fort? My wife and I would be lying 
if we said this has been easy be¬ 
cause it has been a huge challenge 
with highs and lows. Through all 
this we have been so blessed to 
meet some wonderful people that 
we may not have had the opportu¬ 
nity to meet. Payton loves going to 
the hospital. He calls the nurses 
and doctors his friends and asks , 
“When do I get to go play with my 
friends at my hospital?” We can¬ 
not thank the Nurses and Doctors 
enough. During the last three and 
a half years of treatment Pa 3 don 
wasn’t able to go many places due 
to his low immune system and 
risk of getting sick.

As word got out 
about Pa 3 don more and more 
people wanted to contribute. The 
numbers grew and they raised 
enough money to buy Payton a 
four wheeler and a gift card for 
Payton and his older brother 
Hunter to purchase whatever 
they wanted, so they got a WII. 
When they presented this to me 
after one of our turnover meet¬ 
ings I was in shock, the joy they 
brought Payton and his brothers 
face will never be forgotten. I am 
so grateful to work with such a 
great group of people who have 
supported me and have been 
there for me, words will never 
fully show my appreciation. 
Payton is now four years old and 
loving life more than ever. 
Payton has taught me that 
“LIFE IS A JOURNEY SO EN¬ 
JOY THE RIDE.” 

Payton is very excited to 
attend the NUTS club regularly 
with his older brother Hunter. 
He has many friends here at the 
NUTS club and will make many 
more.
